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French re-demand 
Division in NFCUS

EDMONTON (CUP) - Three French-speaking universities 
yesterday renewed their demand for a split in the National Fede. 

ration of Canadian University Students (NFCUS). 



Tlie universities — Montreal, 
Sherbroolce, and Laval — aslccd 
the Twenty-seventh Congress here 
.for. two autonomous groups, one 
French and one English. 

They asked that the two equal 
groups be connected by a bl- 
national superstructure to be set 
up after a commission studies the 
problem. 

The demands are substantially 
the same as those made a week 
ago by Pierre Marols, President of 
. the.'^uoclation Générale des Etu- 
: diants 'dè l'Université de Montréal 
(AGEUM). 

The united front presented by 
the French-speaking universities 
appeared to scuttle hopes by the 
NFCUS Executive that separate 
caucuses could be set up while 
still retaining French-English co- 
operation through a National Con- 
gress. 

Work out compromise 

At the . same time; representa- 
tives of major English universities 
are not expected to approve the 
French demands. Delegates from 
the major factions in the Congress 
were meeting behind closed doors 
this afternoon In an effort to work 
out a compromise plan. 

Tills plan is expected to embody 
not only the NFCUS Executive and 
French proposals Vul ideas con- 
tained in two other plans put for- 
ward by McGill and UBC The 
McGill and UBC plans both asked 
for regional division In NFCUS. . 

McGIU's proposal, however, 'car- 
ries the step further than the UBC 
plan. It asks, that there be a split 
in the regions so that minorities 
within regions would not bo over- 
whelmed by the larger groups. 
This would assure the basic rights 
of groups such as the English- 



speaking student body in Quebec 
while at the same time allowing 
the French and English to work 
together on provincial mattera such 
as education. 



U of M authorities take action; 
Cafeteria closed to all students 

University of Montreal authorities have provisionally closed the school cafeteria In respon- 
se to the partial boycott attempted by students on Monday afternoon. 



On Monday, September 30, ca- 
feteria attendants served the 85- 
cent meal to students taking part 
In the protest. The students paid 
the cashier 75 cents. Yesterday, 



no meals were served in the U. of 
M. cafeteria. 

The weekend truce did not last 
beyond noon on Monday, and the 
negociators were not able to arrive

Prior to the shut-down, Pierre 
Marols, president of the students' 
association or AGEUM, warned au- 
thorities that the boycott would 
continue. 

No precedent 

The conflict could only be settled 
by government intervention, he 
said in a statement to the press. 
"We aren't asking the govern- 
ment to . create a precedent by 
paying students a discount to fi- 
nance their meals," said Marols. 

"It would only involve giving a 
sum of money to the university 
to make up past and future defi- 
cits In the cafeteria budget. This 
Is In acordance with the principle 
of free education supported by the 
province. Our boycott is- not dl- 
reeled against the university but 
against the government." 

The -university rector, Msgr. 
Lussier, has shown his understand- 
ing of the students* crusade for 
free education that is really free 
by withdrawing his threats of 
expulsion for the student protest- 
ers. On other points, the univer- 
sity authorities have been less 
sympathetic.

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On Freedom Of The Press 



Yesterday's Daily carried a story on the front page say- 
Ing that the editor of the student newspaper at the University 
of Alabama was silenced by University officials. He had gain- 
ed naliono! attention for his anti-segregationist editorials 
during the race riots at the University of Mississippi. 

The reason given by the University for their 'act .was that 
they prefer "professipnals" to do the reporting of racial 
events. We assume what they really meant was that student 
reporters are under their control and so. can be silenced, 
whereas professional journalists cannot. 

No one should be surprised by the administration's ac- 
tion, in the light of all the other events which have taken 
place in the Deep South in recent months. However, the ' 
silencing of a student editor by the University does raise cer- 
tain questions of special concern to us as university students 
on a campus where we -enjoy both a student government and 
a student press which is free from administration control. 

We are forced to admit that the University of Alabama 
officials were legally justified in what they did, and further- 
more that "it could happen here" .— i.e. the administration 
of McGill could, without any legal constraint, silence and 
even expel a student editor for his opinions. 

It is an unfortunate but inevitable' consequence of our 
"free" system that this should be so. The situation of the 
student editor is identical, really, to that of his professional 
counterpart. Although he is In charge of the daily functioning 
of his néwspaper, on matters of policy the professional editor- 
in-chief is still subservient to the personal opinions of the 
publisher. It is well known, for Instance, that the majority of 
newspapers in the United States are Republican/ while the 
populace for the past several years has, Voted predominantly 
Democratic. • " 

Thus the press mirrors not the opinion of the people, 
but rather that of a few newspaper -publishers. This is def- 
initely not as it should be. It is obvious^ however, that the 
Western press, with a few exceptions, has more freedom than 
has been attalned|or is attainable in any other part of the 
world. It is only 'under extreme, circumstances, such as at 
Alabama this week, that we ore made aware of the latent 
abuses that can so easily curtail our vaunted freedom of the 
press. 



Activities Night 



This year. Activities Night is moving out of the cramped 
Interior of the Union into the much larger Currie Gym. As a 
result, those in charge have been able to organize a pro- 
gram of special features and entertainment, of which there 
are details elsewhere In this Issue. 

The concept' of a fairly extensive, planned program at 
Activities Night is an experiment, since it remains to be seen 
whether the hordes of freshmen can be distracted from their 
urge to ]oln as many activities at possible by tome other 
diversion. We do think, however, that thé. program itself In 
many respects has been designed ^to help rather than hjnder 
the freshmen In choosing dn activity, and that an experiineht. 
of this nature deserves to be tried. 

We hope that no student will find, perhaps even to his 
own amazement, that when Activities Night Is over he has 
lôined so many clubs he cannot even remember! all their 
names. We do hope, however, that everyone will find and 
join an activity In which he Is Interested, since one cannot 
overempfiasize that sudvadivitles pre among the most valu- 
able facets of a UnlisSnBsducation.

their acts engendered among 
the members of the anglo-saxon 
population of Montreal, parti- 
cularly among .the youth, and 
wc do not want our recent posi- 
tion to be incorrectly inter- 
preted. 

'When we demand the status 
of political prisoners for the 
alleged members of the F.L.Q., 
we arc only bringing out a fail- 
ing in our criminal law. We are 
in no way approving the crimi- 



nal acts which were committed. 
We continue to believe that . the 
present situation does hot Justl-- 
fy terrorism in' relation to 
political affairs. 

This, however, was not the 
opinion of the members of the 
F.L.Q., and it Is this fact which 
made the whole difference, for 
there are political crimes just 
as there are murders of passion 
(meurtres passionels).

To seek In the individual 
histories of the terrorists for 
the causes of their acts is to 
research half-truthsi It is, in 
fact, to hide one's head in the 
sand and to prepare a still more 
somber future. 

For many people, to intro- 
duce the notion of political 
crimes into our law, is to take 
a step toward dictatorship. 
These people, in our opinion, 
confuse cause with effect. Po- 
litical crimes exist in Canada. 
They have just been committed. 
To bring a solution for them 
into biir law is to face up to 
reality. 

Our claims are also made in 
the name of justice.' One does 
not punish premeditated crime 
in the same way as crimes of 
passion. Similarly, in our view, 
political crimes should be the 
subject of special sanctions. 

Therefore, it is not in any 
sense an expression of sympathy 
or an approval of their acts, 
which we give to the members 
of the F.L.Q. in supporting one 
of their demands, but rather 
an appeal to realism and Justice 
which we direct to the govern- 
ment and to our compatriots of 
the english, as well as of the 
frcnch, language.

ors. "Faced with this untenable 
situation, after numerous efforts 
on the part of the administration 
to arrive at a settlement after the 
well-intentioned attempt at media- 
tion by the president of the profes- 
sor' association, the board of gov- 
ernors decidecl to provisionally 
close the cafeteria. Although the 
cafeteria will be shut, the lower- 
priced snackbar will remain open," 
said an official spokesman for the 
university. 



"The quantity,, the quality, and 
the variety, of the meals offered 
have never been questioned. We 
have offered the students a less 
elaborate menu at a lower price. 
They have also had the choice of 
a multi-priced menu :° meals at 65, 
75, and 85 cents, with last year's 
75 cent repast selling for 85 cents. 
The students have refused both 
offers." 

According to tlie AGEUM, the 
rise in prices would mean an ad- 
ditional yearly expense of $40 for 
those students in residence or 
those who eat all their meals in 
the social centre of the university.
